Why should they not have a part in 
spreading the gospel to-day? Our his- 
tories give glowing accounts of marvel- 
ous work done by the women through 
the centuries. There has been among 
them many a holy, consecrated messen- 
ger of the cross that has lead many, 
many souls to God. Numbers of women 
through love for others have done many 
things toward relieving suffering hu- 
manity. 

Why not give them a chance to help 
in bearing the financial burden of the 
Church? Why not let them, when their 
hearts are stirred up in WISDOM, spin, 
embroider, make aprons, scarfs, and 
many useful household articles, which 
they can give to the house of God? Of 
course, we don’t need those things in the 
church houses, at least not all, but they 
can sell these things and bring the mon- 
ey into the local church to help in the 
many opportunities to do the work God 
would have done. 

We don’t think that our good mothers 
and sisters of the Church would plan in 
their meetings to run or direct the af- 
fairs of the church, taking such respon- 
sibilities as rightfully belong to the fi- 
nance committee of the brethren and the 
pastor of the church. They know their 
places and have already proved their 
worthy aid in a number of churches in 
some of the states long before the meas- 
ure was presented to the Assembly for 
national recognition. 

I heard of one place where the people 
desired to have a new church building 


and the men sat around and wished that 
they had a building and did nothing 
about it (you know generally every- 
body’s business is nobody’s business), but 
the Ladies’ Willing Workers Band became 
interested and beside just praying about 
the building, they set to work and be- 
fore the men were aware of it they had 
several hundred dollars together, then 
the men, of course, were glad to jump 
right in and help. 

But, Brother Walker, aren’t you afraid 
our women will get too worldly in such 
bands or societies, etc.? 

Just because some nominal churches 
have gone too far with such societies, 
giving socials, box-suppers, clam-bakes, 
oyster-stews (with very few oysters), in 
fact making two and three hundred per 
cent profit on the various projects put- 
ting on church fairs, which are unfair to 
the merchants whom they almost force 
to furnish supplies for the display and 
sale, and then almost force the people to 
buy, thus creating such an ill feeling to- 
ward the church, beside allowing the 
worldliness to creep in under such con- 
ditions, I say, is not a sufficient reason 
or proof that our good church women 
should just sit back and do _ nothing 
when they too feel the burden and want 
to see the Church work go on. We could 
not even have churches to-day if fail- 
ures among them should be sufficient 
reason why we should not have them. 

There should be no objections any- 
where for the LADIES to do sewing, em- 
broidery work, making cakes and deli-

New Year’s greetings to the churches, 
ministers, and friends in the state of 
Mississippi. We certainly appreciate the 
way you have been co-operating with us 
in putting the church program over and 
we are glad to say that with just a few 
exceptions all clerks and ministers are re- 
porting. Now if you are in the number 
that has been failing to report, please let 
us start the New Year right by making 
our report to both Headquarters and 
state overseer as information asked for on 
these reports is much needed. 

My dear pastors, I have just visited 
with Brother W. B. Wimberly, our state 
misson treasurer, and he tells me that 
very few are mailing missions to him, It 
is true that we have a state obligation 
of twenty-five cents per member, but 
this does not take care of missions as the 
Assembly asked us to raise five per cent 
of the gross amount of tithes, paid in for 
missions.

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Wholl Go in the Rapture 


“Blessed and holy is he that hath part 
in the first resurrection: on such the 
second death hath no power, but they 
shall be priests of God and of Christ, 
and shall reign with him a thousand 
years,” Rev. 20:6. 


Our text teaches us that not only will 
we have to be holy but blessed and holy. 
In Heb. 12:13, 14, the writer admon- 
ishes us to follow peace with all men and 
holiness without which no man shall see 
the Lord. We feel that this means much 
to those who are expecting to meet Jesus 
and reign with Him in peace. 

The general trend of the scriptures all 
the way through the Bible is that God ex- 
pects His people to be holy. In 1 Peter 
1:13-16 we are admonished to gird up 
the loins of our minds ard be sober and 
to be obedient children, not fashioning 
ourselves to former lust. But as he which 
hath called you is holy, so be ye holy. 
Peter is quoting directly from Lev. 11: 
44 where the Lord in talking to Moses 
gave him a command to tell the people 
to be holy for the Lord his God was a 
holy God. He also commanded them not 
to defile themselves with any food or 
forbidden things. Lev. 20:7. He gave a 
command for them to sanctify them- 
selves and “be ye holy: for I am the 
Lord your God.” Now God is only ask- 
ing the people to measure to the stand- 
ard and the authority and foundation of 
all the commands of a holy life. If you 
notice, this is spelled h-o-l-y. All through 
the Scriptures when God’s holiness is 
mentioned it is spelled the same way. So 
then we can attain to a holiness that is 
commanded or acquired in the Word of 
God. 

Luke 1:73-75, “The oath which he 
sware to our father Abraham, that he 
would grant unto us, that we being de- 
livered out of the hands of our enemies 
might serve him without fear, in holi- 
ness and righteousness before him, all the 
days of our life.” Here we notice that 
it is possible for us to be holy in this 
life and that this holiness continues from 
the time of the application of the blood 
until the end of life. 

In Thess. 5:14-23 we are admonished 
to warn those who are unruly, to com- 
fort the feeble-minded, see that none 
render evil for evil unto any man, follow 
that which is good, in every thing give 
thanks, abstain from all appearance of 
evil, and the very God of peace sanctify 
you WHOLLY, your whole spirit, soul 
and body be preserved blameless unto 
the coming of our Lord and Savior Je- 
sus Christ. Here we have the word

“wholly” spelled the way we spell ic 
when we refer to God’s holiness. This 
means spirit, soul, and body, and we are 
to be preserved unto the coming of Je- 
sus. People who have this experience and 
retain it until Jesus comes, will go in the 
rapture. 

We are also admonished not to work 
evil to any man. I would like for you to 
read these references and ponder over 
them and sce if you can measure to this 
standard. God has ordained from the 
foundation of the world that we should 
be holy and without blame before Him 
in love, Eph. 1:4. This means that God’s 
people must be holy if they are His 
chosen people. There are so many things 
that confront us in these days that I 
feel we should carefully consider these 
scriptures and apply them to our hearts. 

Gal. 5:17-21, “For the flesh lusteth 
against the Spirit, and the Spirit against 
the flesh: and these are contrary the one 
to the other: so that ye cannot do the 
things that ye would. But if ye be led 
of the Spirit, ye are not under the law. 
Now the works of the flesh are mani- 
fest, which are these: Adultery, fornica- 
tion, uncleanness, lasciviousness, idola- 
try, witchcraft, hatred, variance, emula- 
tions, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, en- 
vyings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, 
and such like: of the which I tell you be- 
fore, as I have also told you in time past, 
that they which do such things shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God.” “They 
which do these things shall not inherit 
the kingdom of God.” Here is a plain 
scripture that should bring to our hearts 
a solemn truth. 

Gal. 5:22-26, “But the fruit of the 
Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance: against such there is no 
law. And they that are Christ’s have 
crucified the flesh with the affections 
and lusts. If we live in the Spirit, let us 
also walk in the Spirit. Let us not be 
desirous of vain glory, provoking one an- 
other, envying one another.” Here we 
have the fruits of the Spirit given from 
the precious Book, that ought to be a 
benediction and blessing to every heart. 

I ask my readers to please read 1 Peter 
2:1-20. This is a great admonition given 
by this wonderful man of God. It pre- 
sents the trial of faith and the meekness 
by which we shall meet such trial, giv- 
ing us the source from whence all bless- 
ings come, and I feel that this will be a 
blessing to any one in his struggle for 
victory in the Christian life. 

Read Matt. 25:1-13. Here we have 


what Jesus had to say concerning the ten 
virgins. If we notice, these are all vir- 
gins. They are all moving along expect- 
ing to meet the bridegroom. The virgins 
had one purpose, all were waiting, ll 
were longing to see him. Seemingly all 
of them were confident of their pre- 
paredness. They seemed to be confident 
of their attitude toward others; satisfied 
with their life of happiness. There is 
nothing said as to whether part of the 
company had any criticism to offer or 
not. They were going to meet the brid2- 
groom, expecting that they would be 
acceptable, There is much said in the de- 
scription of oriental weddings and the 
customs thereof that I cannot mention 
for the lack of space, but this is not so 
important. Here Christ takes the oriental 
custom and applies it to the company 
that shall expect the return of the Sav- 
ior or the Bridegroom, and gives us some 
warnings concerning the practical things 
pertaining to the duties of the Christian 
life to others. 


This company was moving along all 
together, they tarried together, they arose 
together, they trimmed their lamps to- 
gether. The word “virgin” in Matt. 25 
is in the neuter gender. It refers to male 
and female, Christians of any age or 
class, married or single. Properly, the 
word “virgin” refers to an unmarried 
woman who has guarded her virtue, but 
“virgin” is often used in the Scriptures 
for a people, a city, a nation—the virgin 
daughters of Babylon, the virgin daugh- 
ters of Zion, the virgin daughters of Is- 
rael—showing plainly that the word 
“virgin” has a broader meaning than 
just a single, unmarried woman. Here 
Christ tells us that the kingdom of heav- 
en shall be like ten virgins which took 
their lamps. They are called virgins be- 
cause they made a profession of holiness, 
yet only five were ready. These five not 
on'y made a profession but fed their pro- 
fession. They had the real truth and that 
blessing in the heart that is so essential to 
every Christian life. 


We read in Rev. 14:4, 5, “These are 
they that were not defiled with women; 
for they are virgins. These are they which 
follow the Lamb whithersoever he goeth. 
These were redeemed from among men, 
being the firstfruits unto God and to 
the Lamb. And in their mouth was 
found no guile: for they are without 
fault before the throne of God.” This 
scripture refers to the Lamb of God and 
the one hundred and forty-four thou- 
sand, The word “women” refers td or-

PROPHECY . 

Those who wish to study prophecy 
will do well to study the book of Ezek- 
iel. This is said by many to be one of 
the greatest prophecy documents in the 
Bible. You will find many things in 
Ezekiel’s prophecy that throws great 
light on Daniel and Revelation. Ezekiel 
was carried away to Babylon between 
the first and final deportation of Jeru- 
salem, 2 Kings 24:11-16. Like Daniel 
and the Apostle John, he prophesied out 
of the land, arid in his prophecy, like 
theirs, follows the method of symbols and 
visions. Speaking broadly, the purpose of 
his ministry is to keep before the gener- 
ation born in exile the national sins 
which had brought Israel so low. 

THE VISION OF GLORY 

Ezekiel was one of the holy men of 
God, who spoke as he was moved or as 
God impressed him to speak. He spoke 
no message out of his own heart but 
spoke only as the Spirit moved upon him. 
He was not ruled by human wisdom but 
by those things which God had revealed 
to him. He keeps before Israel their 
transgressions and tells them the reason 
of their captivity ard persecutions is be- 
cause they fail to obey God. 

So many things will be made plain to 
the reader by reading the whole book of 
Ezekiel. His first vision was the whirl- 
wind that God brought before him and 
the things that appeared out of the cloud 
of fire. Out of the midst of this whirl- 
wind came the likeness of four living 
creatures. Of course, he describes in the 
second paragraph what these creatures 
were like and what they represented. It 
will be interesting to read the first chap- 
ter of Ezekiel to get this. 

THE SURE WORD OF PROPHECY 

In Peter’s writings he tells us in 2 


Peter 1:19 prophecy is a sure word which 
can be depended upon by all those who 
will listen to the Spirit of the Lord. Of 
course, these prophecies 


were spoken 


595 years before Jesus made His first ad- 
vent into the world. 

All that God spoke by His holy 
prophets has and will come to pass be- 
fore the closing of the church age and 
the tribulation period. Ezekiel says that 
while he was among the captives by the 
river Chebar the “heavens were opened” 
and he “‘saw a vision of God.” God spoke 
through Ezekiel’s own heart to the peo- 
ple, giving them the wisdom that He 
would have them understand. Peter said 
this is a “sure word” of prophecy. In 
other words, this prophecy can be de- 
pended upon, because it has its origin in 
God. God presents these things as unto 
a light that shineth in a dark place, un- 
til the day star arise. This day star evi- 
dently represents Jesus. Jesus was the one 
who brought the light into the dark 
place. In other words, Jesus shined the 
light on the darkness and sin of the mea 
and women that dwelt in the land in that 
day. That light is still shining. The rea- 
son why men reject prophecy and light 
is because it shows up the defect in their 
lives and causes others to see their er- 
rors, and of course, it would be perfect- 
ly ratural that they would object to it. 

A MARVELOUS BOOK 

The Bible is indeed a marvelous Book 
from beginning to end. It is not out of 
date. Everything that has happened is 
according to its prophecy. It is the most 
up-to-date Book in all the world. It con- 
tains the prehistory of the human fam- 
ily, also the present history and the fu- 
ture history of all nations. The Bibie 
gave names to men hundreds of years 
before they were born and told what 
would happen to them, Especially do we 
find this in Isaiah 53 concerning Jesus. 
This Psalmist wrote many things that 
were for the future. He also wrote con- 
cerning the crucifixion of Jesus and the 
tribulation that would come on_ the 
world, ard when we rightly interpret the 
Bible we can find anything pertaining 
to the future in its pages. The rise and 
fall of every nation is recorded in this 
precious, sacred writ. ‘““Heaven and earth 
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shall pass away, but my words shall not 
pass away,” saith the Lord. Why will 
not one jot or one tittle of God’s Word 
pass away until all be fulfilled? The 
Psalmist gives a reason, “For ever, O 
Lord, thy Word is settled in heaven,” 
Psa. 119:89. 

There is. much being said concerning 
the re-gathering of Israel and the many 
persecutions that are visiting them in 
these days. But this is nothing strange 
when we think that God, who knoweth 
the exd, from the beginning, has revealed 
through His faithful prophets the things 
that shall come to pass. He has caused 
to be put on record in His Word, the di- 
vine plan for the redemption of this 
world. He has shown the stages through 
which the world will pass in the process 
of this redemption. 

Prophecy today is being fulfilled before 
our eyes, if we only have eyes to see it. 
May David’s prayer be our prayer, 
“Open thou mine eyes that I may behold 
the wondrous things out of thy law.” 

Among the great prophecies of the 
Bible the prophecies of Ezekiel oc- 
cupy a place of highest importance. The 
Holy Ghost gives us, as it were, a mov- 
ing picture of the world’s events. Many 
of these events are yet in the future. 

We should bear in mind that God 
spoke through His prophets of men and 
nations only as they were connected with 
His dealings with Israel. 

In Ezekiel we have Israel’s history, 
past, present, and future. And with that 
history we have recorded the part con- 
cerning nations that will play an impor- 
tant part in the tragic world drama to 
be enacted upon the earth. 

In the 36th chapter of Ezekiel’ we see 
the scattering and re-gathering of Israel. 
God spoke to the prophet saying, “Also 
thou son of man, prophesy with the 
mountains of Israel and say, Ye moun- 
tains of israel, hear the word of the 
Lord.” In the 19th verse of this chapter 
we read, “I scattered them among the 
heathen, and they were dispersed through 
the countries; according to their way and 
according to their doings I judge them.” 

We should remember that the word 
“heathen” in these prophecies means 
“nations” and refers to Gentile nations. 
At the time of Israel’s glory ail nations 
round about them were called heathen na- 
tions because they did not recognize 
God as the supreme Being. So Israel has 
been scattered for these many _ years 
among the Gentile nations. They have 
been the people of the “wandering feet.” 

Turn to Ezekiel 36:17-20, “Son of 
man, when the house of Israel dwelt in 
their own land, they defiled it by their 
own way and by their doings: their way 
was before me as the uncleanness of a 
removed woman. Wherefore I poured

THE CHRISTIAN’S SPIRIT 

The spirit or disposition of the Chris- 
tian has much to do with it. The man 
who walks with God is completely trans- 
formed within and without. He possesses 
a manner, disposition, and spirit which 
are peculiarly his own. He does not in- 
herit or acquire it by practice but God 
gives it to him when He saves him. 

1. It is a disposition of love. It is said 
that “God is love,” and His children 
have that love “shed abroad” in them 
“by the Holy Ghost.” They do not pos- 
sess hate, resentment, ill-will, but in- 
stead they have love, which dominates 
their spirit and shows out in their words, 
and ways, and general conduct. 

2. Kindness, which is the result or ouz- 
growth of love within them, is the out- 
ward manner possessed by them. It was 
Paul who said, “Be ye kind one to an- 
other, tenderhearted.” 

3. Jesus said, “Forgive and ye shall be 
forgiven.” The Christian’s spirit is that 
of forgiveness, For him to refuse forgive- 
ness to anyone would mean to forfeit his 
own standing. “If ye forgive not, neither 
will your father forgive you * This spirit 
goes so far as to overlook tne faults and 
failures of others so that they are not 
critically judged. Can this not be the 
“love that covers”? 

4. Much is said of the Christian’s pa- 
tience, a patience that sweeps down 
through all of the experiences of life to 
the coming of Jesus. It covers our deal- 
ings with others and what we think we 
have a right to expect of them and do 
not get. It applies to our own lives, with 
all of our failures and disappointments. 
It covers all of our dealings with God, 
and our waiting on Him for the fulness 
of time when He is to act in us or for 
us. “Let patience have her perfect work.” 

5. Who can say the Christian’s spirit 
is not to be that which was possessed by 
the Master Himself? When John said, 
“As he is, so are we in this world” (1 
John 4:17), did he really mean it? And 
it was Paul who said, “Let this mind be 
in you which was also in Christ Jesus” 
(Phil. 2:5), and may it not have been 
the spirit and mind of Jesus possessed by 
Peter and John that caused the people to 
“take knowledge of them that they had 
been with Jesus”? (Acts 4:13.) May 
His own life and Spirit so possess us that 
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our lives may remind others of Him.

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Jesus the Master

The meaning of the word “‘master”’ is 
teacher or one who instructs. Since his- 
tory dawned upon mankind many mas- 
ters in every age, clime, habitation and 
country have existed. They have taught 
in their vocations of life and have either 
failed or succeeded. 

Plato, a thinker, philosopher, and mas- 
ter, taught things that have not stood 
the test of time. Many things of which 
he was master have crumbled down and 
even been forgotten. 

Napolean, the eminent Corsican, prob- 
ably the most outstanding of all military 
men in history, was once master of the 
snowy plains of Russia, he was master of 
Egypt. When in the presence of the py- 
ramids he said to his soldiers, ‘Soldiers, 
from yonder pyramid forty centuries look 
down upon you.” Napolean was master 
of Europe when kings stood at attention 
in his presence. Napolean is gone, the 
world marches on as if he never existed. 

Descartes, the most influential mathe- 
matical genius that France ever pro- 
duced, lived and was master of mathe- 
matics. He owed his mathematical fame 
te the master Jesuits. He catalogued the 
stars with marvelous industry and as- 
tounded the then-known world with his 
great ability. The ages have come and 
gone, other mathematicians have profited 
by his mastership. 

Newton, a man whom England has 
honored for ages, a master whose arith- 
metical fame has discovered the law of 
gravitation, whose fame has been instru- 
mental in probing the mystery of the 
milky way, in whose bosom rests thirty 
thousand million planets, is to-day some- 
where in the beyond resting, but 
he was master of all he surveyed. 

William J. Bryan, the philosopher from 
Nebraska, will ever be remembered and 
renowned for his untiring and Herculean 
efforts at the celebrated monkey trial at 
Dayton, Tennessee a few years ago, What 
strikes us most is that Mr. Bryan was 
master there and that he exploded the 
dangerous theory that our foreparents 
originated from the lower animals of 
life. Thank God for a soldier like him, 
who was Master of the Book of Genesis 
and who recognized that the Rock of 
Ages was superior to the ages of rocks. 

What conclusion is to be drawn from 
the life, the teachings, and the death of 
the Master, Jesus. Reared in a carpen- 
ter’s shop, with no knowledge of litera- 
ture, save that of the Bible, with no ac- 
quaintance with philosophers _ living, 
or with the writings of sages dead, 
this man, who was destined to be master, 
gathered a.few faithful disciples about 


Him, and published a code of morals that 
the world had never known before. He 
declared Himself Master, He taught and 
performed miracles for a few months, 
then hung His head on the dark brow of 
Calvary and said, “It is finished.” His 
disciples were scattered, many of them 
met doom and His claims were dis- 
puted; His resurrection was denied. The 
religion, He as master taught, has spread 
to the hearts of millions who reverence 
His name. 

The world at this hour is in search of 
peace of mind and heart. Every heart 
that ever beat has sought for peace and 
many have sought this peace in various 
ways. Millionaires have sought to pur- 
chase it with cankered gold and rusty sil- 
ver. Many of those who have tried to pur- 
chase peace with riches have failed. The 
peace of heart that the Master Jesus has 
in store can be purchased by obedience, 
faith, honesty, and application. This 
peace brings a sweet, calm, smooth mov- 
ing river of life through the tender soul. 
This peace brings fond recollections and 
happier days here and finally points the 
way to that millennial dawn that is just 
across from the sunset of life. 

Many have thought to purchase peace 
in social destination, but this gay life, 
filled with pomp and splendor, has failed 
to satisfy the hungry soul. Many have 
sought peace in political prominence, but 
whether political fame comes by elec- 
tion or by birth, it does not bring peace. 
The Master did not make the peace of 
heart depend upon the accumulation of 
wealth, or securing social destinction. 
The beggar in tattered rags, the million- 
aire in his palace, the peasant in his 
hovel, the filthy in their degradation, all 
have access to peace through the Master 
Jesus, 

Jesus was never a greater master than 
when He confronted the adulterous 
woman as related in John 8:11. Hypo- 
crites of the rankest sort came on the 
scene, accused this woman of wrongdo- 
ing. The Master made a very remarkable 
statement when He said, “Let him that 
is without sin cast the first stone.” One 
by one the accusers slipped away and the 
Master rose up and said, “Neither do | 
condemn thee.” In this statement Jesus 
made Himself famous, and taught us this, 
that we should help each other when the 
trials of life come. Why not praise men 
for the good qualities in their lives and 
leave the bad ones for God to deal with? 
Why not place flowers upon the brow 
of the living? Why wait till one is called 
in death to bring flowers? 

So long as languages are spoken, so 
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long as the sun travels his course through 
the heavens, so long as the silvery rays 
of the moon break their peace upon the 
calm, just so long and longer will the 
Master Jesus be remembered by those 
who traveled through the valley of re- 
generation, who caught the vision of 
sanctification and pioneered through the 
cheery fields of Pentecost. 

Jesus, the Master, is master of life, 
death, the soul, and the eternal hope that 
we have of the coming ages. 

Sometimes it appears that we can look 
to an eastern dawn, seemingly we can 
hear the shout of the archangel, the 
blowing of trumpets, and see the appear- 
ance of the Son of man upon the clouds 
of burnished gold, we see Him as thou- 
sands of saints in His presence praise His 
name. He comes to earth to set up a 
millennial dawn. Kings, rulers of dark- 
ness, dictators and every imaginable evil 
dignitary bow their knees to Him, who 
said, “Peace, be still.”” The world that 
has so long defied Jesus will then say, 
“The great day of his wrath is come; and 
who shall be able to stand?” Thence, Je- 
sus the Master, will be spiritual dictator 
over a world that was once benighted but 
is now calm and spiritually full as the 
river of holy water that flowed through 
the soul. Let us look to Jesus, our Mas- 
ter and our Savior.

A Call to Prayer 
BerTHA N. Cook 


There is great agitation going on here 
in Travancore State by the Eravus. These 
Eravus are a caste next below the Nairs, 
which, together with the Brahmins, form 
the highest caste of Travancore. There 
are 800,000 of them in Travancore. They 
claim that they lack political freedom, 
as well as religious freedom. Though 
they are Hindus and donate liberally to 
the temples, they are not allowed to come 


even on the premises of the temples. For 
many years they have been trying to get 
religious freedom. 


Recently the general secretary of this 
society was imprisoned for some political 
reasons and this has caused great irrita- 
tion. Hoping to get political as well as 
religious freedom, about ninety per cent 
of them have decided to join the Protes- 
tant Christians. In a great religious gath- 
ering of Syrian Christians, some of their 
leaders were present and voiced their 
sentiments. Of course, this movement is 
only carnal, but it opens a door of op- 
portunity for earnest seekers of Christ to 
come out into a greater freedom. From 
our experience with the Eravus, we know 
what persecution they have suffered from 
their own community when they came 
out. 


You may remember my writing about 
our precious Christians of Noornad who 
are of this caste, how they were fear- 
fully persecuted but they have stood 
firm and are very earnest Christians. 
John of Noornad, was the first one to 
come out, after which his wife, sister, 
and mother came out and were bap- 
tized in water, also two other Eravus. 
More have been ready for water bap- 
tism for sometime, Because of fear of 
persecution Jolin’s sister, Esther, was 
brought to headquarters directly after 
her water baptism. She did not know 
how to read, but being bright, quickly 
learned to read the Scriptures. She has al- 
so received the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, and whatever meeting she is 
in, her testimonies are stirring and touch- 
ing. Mr. Cook has been pleased to hear 
her reproduce points from his messages. 
The efforts of our ministry have been 
well repaid even by this one precious 
soul. 


About a mile from us lives an Eravu 
widow who has a large family. Some of 
the children have been coming to our 
Sunday School at headquarters and we 
have rejoiced to see how wondrously the 
seed has taken root in the children. The 
mother would have come out together 
with an older married daughter, who was 
healed in answer to prayer, but for fear 
of persecution they have been secret dis- 
ciples. The bright, little girl of thirteen 
years, who has been attending Sunday 
School, can repeat Bible verses and has 
given her heart to the Lord. One day she 
came to us with a sore foot bandaged 
and walking on her heel. When we: asked 
about it she said it was because of a 
thorn getting in it. People advised her to 
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have it treated, but she said, “I prayed 
and I believe Jesus will heal it.” Of 
course, we too felt that it should be 
looked after, but not to dampen her 
faith and to encourage her, we prayed 
for her. The Lord honored her faith and 
healed her. 

About a year ago because of poverty, 
the mother had her married to a young 
man of their caste. The little darling has 
come to us crying, but what could be 
done? Of late her mother has regretted 
this. One day this girl, together with an- 
other married girl of the same caste, 
came to us on the quiet saying, “We 
have left our husbands. Please send us 
away somewhere to some mission where 
we can be brought up for the Lord, My 
mother is willing.” We had to tell them 
it was impossible to comply with their 
wishes because they were married and 
court action might be taken against us. 

Will you not pray for this widow and 
her family? Just recently her son of 
about fifteen years of age passed away, 
but during his illness he had given his 
heart to the Lord and we believe he 
went to be with Him. Pray very much 
for the work amongst the Eravus, and 
help as the Lord enables you. Jesus is 
coming soon. Let us all be faithful to 
Him. “The night cometh when no man 
can work.”

ganizations or false creeds and things that 
are not true to the doctrine of the Bible. 
Of course these are tribulation _ saints 
spoken of, and they reach this state of 
holiness after the rapture. I use this to 
show that the word “virgin” has ref- 
erence more than to a pure, unmarried 
woman. The character of virgins is 
principally given to those who adhere 
steadfastly to Christ and have within 
their hearts that blessing that may be 
obtained through the death and suffering 
of Christ and through His intercessions 
to the Father for those who will accept 
Him. In 2 Cor. 11:2 the writer says, “I 
have espoused you unto one husband, 
that I may present you as a chaste vir- 
gin unto Christ.” I think this is enough 
to show that all ten were called virgins 
from the standpoint of profession and 

the acceptance of the truth. 

The vital point at issue here is that 
five had no oil in their vessels with 
their lamps. The wise virgins were care- 
ful to have oil in their vessels with their 
lamps. They were confident that they 
had that that would admit them. From 
the scripture and comment just given no 
man could say that the foolish virgins 
were not professors and in all probability 
they had accepted Christ, but they had 
just failed to have oil in their vessels 
with their lamps. This brings us face to 
face with the main thought at issue in 
this scripture. It is pitiful when we see 
how careless people are and_ especially 
how ministers and leaders of congrega- 
tions will set aside the main truth so 
plainly brought out in these scriptures. 

You may take the word “oil” and 
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all through the Bible it refers to the 
Holy Ghost. For the sake of respect to 
those who may read this I will use the 
word that is so plausible and so common- 
ly used among those who are anxious to 
please all that may hear them—the 
anointing or filling of the Holy Spirit. 
The Holy Ghost and the Holy’ Spirit 
are synonymous and they both mean the 
same thing. As Jesus so plainly spoke of 
the third person of the Trinity in John 
14:16, 26; 15:26, He referred to Him as 
the Holy Ghost and I feel that we should 
behold and are warranted in using the 
same terms that He did. Now to make 
myself plain, I believe this oil that these 
five wise virgins had represents none 
other than the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost which we may receive after we 
meet the conditions. 

Jesus said to those followers of His in 
John 14:17, “Even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, because 
it seeth him not, neither knoweth him: 
but ye know him; for he dwelleth with 
you, and shall be in you.” This is evi- 
dence that the Spirit was with the early 
followers who were children of God be- 
cause Jesus had told them that their 
names were written in heaven.

cacies, and selling the product of their 
labor at a fair and reasonable price for 
the benefit of the Lord’s work.

“All the 
women whose heart stirred them up in 
WISDOM spun”—worked, to provide for 
the HOUSE OF GOD. 

I quote from the 1936 Minutes of the 
Church of God on Page 135, under the 
caption of 
LADIES’ WILLING WORKER BAND 

“That each local church organize and 
maintain an auxiliary, which shall be 
generally known as the ‘Ladies’ Willing 
Worker Band.’ Officers of each organi- 
zation shall consist of a president, vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer, which 
organization shall be under the jurisdic- 
tion of the pastor of each local church. 

“The purpose of the said organization 
is to meet each week, or as often as con- 
venient, to engage in such legitimate pur- 
suits as may seem profitable, to raise, 
funds to be disbursed in behalf of the 
local church needs. It is further under- 
stood that each local organization, after 
consulting with their pastor, shall dis- 
burse their funds according to their best 
judgment. 

“Where an organization of this type 
is functioning under a different name, it 
may continue if they so desire.” 31st A., 
P. 135. 

Notice PASTORS. To organize means 
to start it going. To maintain means to 
keep it going. Come on, pastors, organize 
and maintain a Ladies’ Willing Worker 
Band in your church. 

When the church house needs cov- 
ering, the Willing Workers are ready to 
help you, when in need of a new piano, 
in need of more Sunday School rooms, in 
fact, anything about church improve- 
ments, they are ready to help. Already 
they have made pastors glad and served 
a worthy cause by buying the pastor a 
new suit of clothes.

luted it: and I scattered them among the 
heathen, and they were dispersed through 
the countries: according to their way and 
according to their doings I judged them. 
And when they entered unto the heathen, 
whither they went, they profaned my 
holy name, when they said to them, 
These are the people of the Lord, and 
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are gone forth out of this land. But | 
had pity on mine holy name, which the 
house of Israel had profaned among the 
heathen whither they went.” 

We see from these scriptures that the 
scattering of Israel among these nations 
was the judgment of God upon them be- 
cause of their persistent sin and wick- 
edness. What an object lesson for us 
who live in this day of grace! 

Sin, if not repented of, will surely 
bring us unto condemnation and will 
surely cause us much trouble and loss. 
There was never a time in all the history 
of religion when the enemy was working 
so hard to cause the people to miss the 
goal that God had intended for all His 
children to have.
